LONDON, Way .5.—Col. Winston Spencer Churchill, former first 


lord, of the admiralty,, joining in the newspaper controversy in regard 


to the responsibility for the present navnl situation, denies the charge 


that he did not favor naval offensive action. 
He cites instances to the 


contrary aari says among other things: 


"The first German submarine campaign against merchant shipping 


which began in March, 1915, was encountered by measures and devices 


mainly offensive in character and was so completely quelled during the 


succeeding months that it was precipitately assumed thai the danger 


was passed. 
Further, 'the admiralty board which quit office in May, 


1D15, had prepared a. whole fleet of ships, largely immune from tor- 


pedoes, whose sole object was to piny a art in a delinitc scheme of 


offensive warfare. 


"Responsibility for the paralysis of the naval offensive lies in no 


small degree with those rrhose senseless outcries at the loss of a few 


obsolete ships checked naval enterprise and quenched the admiralty's 


initiative.

"The lirst German submarine campaign against merchant shipping 


which began in March, 1915, was encountered by measures and derices 


mainly offensive in character and was so completely quelled during the 


succeeding months that it was precipitately assumed that the danger 


was passed. 
Further, the admiralty lionrd which quit office in May, 


1015, 
had prepared a whole, fleet of ships, largely immune from 
tor- 


pedoes,--whose sole object, was to play a art in a definite scheme .of 


offensive warfare. 


"Responsibility for the paralysis of the naral offensive lies in no 


small degree with those -rrliose senseless outcries at the loss of a few 


obsolete ships checked naval enterprise and quenched the admiralty's 


initiative. . The result was that for 
almost Iwo years not a single 


aggressive act, apart from tjie battle of Jutland, has been attempted."

It has bfien observed that the laugh which follows an ohscene jest 


cever has the true ring. 
It is accompanied -with something that tells 


you the finer sensibilities revolt at this supposed humor. 


Coarse jokes may be laughed at iu a shame faced way; hut he is 


regarded less as a clown and more as a man who indulges iu clean 


humor that draws the hearty laugh. 


There is no other obscenity so utterly senseless as profanity. 
There 


i? ia this no element of humor that appeals even to the most degraded, 
nor does it ever express or give force to any worthy thought or action. 


Nobody deems a man's word any hotter or his character any 


the stronger because constantly bolstered up by oaths. 
Quite the 


contrary. 


The use of slang phrases is not so had in itself, hut, like obscene 


or profane speech, it unfits us for clean expression. 
Habitual use of 


obscene, profane or slang expletives soon leaves us powerless to speak 
strongly in good English. 


Nobody worth while ever thought more of one because of unclean 


speech. It never marie anyone think better of himself and it never will. 


Some men—and some women, too, more's the pity—have attained a 


tort of reputation as story tellers. They have an inexhaustible repertory 
of unclean "jokes" that always commands a ready and boisterous 
audience. It requires a talent to be ;i raconteur—eveu of obscene jests 
JVe have heard men apologetically confess that they could not remem- 
ber the salacious yarns detailed by (heir associates, but they have no 
reason to be ashamed at the refusal of their minds to harbor unclean 
guests. 
Clean men and women do not retain unclean and unwholesome 


impressions. 
They are not such "story-tellers," because their subjective 


brains will not admit vileness am! indecency into the select company 


"of sweet, elevating, ennobling thoughts. 


What might not be gained were accomplished "story-tellers" to devote 


their talent to more creditable purposes? 
The mind that conceives ano! 


the mind that is attuned to the risque is unresponsive to beauty thai 
everywhere abounds. 


It is one of the alarming signs of the times that our ideals are 


tawdry and our sensibilities dead to the appeal of the better things o: 
this life. 
The stage for several decades has been striving to elevati 


itself, but is prevented from so doing because tho public will not per 
mil it to reform. 
Actors are compelled to offer what the people will 


accept—coarse, obscene, offensive, degrading plays and putrid jests and 
songs have the vogue. 
Great artists must adapt themselves to this 


condition or starve. 


The public will not encourage aestheticism in our amusements. 
It 


prefers the musical comedy, T?ith its galaxy of half-dressed' women, 
or the burlesque, with its execrable appeal to the sensual part of our 
nature, or the suggestive, movie that pretends to leach a great moral 
lesson through the commission of crimes. 
\Yith such conditions so com- 


mon, is it not refreshing to sec a good, clean play presented by real 
live, talented and reputable actors?

This is due to the fact that the prica 


•f potatoes this spring has reached

It is entirely possible to grow a 
msirk-rable crop of potatoes in a good 


jlze<J back yard, but if potatoes aro 
Town there will lie little room for 
the.r crops. 
In a Elnall garden it is 


hardly worth while to plant only a 
:ew hills of potatoes. 


A garden space 50 by 100 feet will 


produce 15 to 15 bushels of early po- 
atoes with good care, and may do 
much better. 


The soil should be thoroughly pre- 


pared for potatoes, the finer the grain 
he better. 
Folaloes are grown not 


rom seeds but from the tubers them- 
selves. 
The small "eyes" in the 110- 


atb, which everyone has observed, is 
the embryo sprout waiting only for 
^:oil to make it grow.
